SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL LETTER 


This past year has seen important changes in town affairs 
which merit comment by your Selectmen. 

The most conspicuous achievement has been the renovation 
of the Town Hall’s ground floor level into modern and efficient 
office space to serve the towns needs. This culminates along 
and arduous effort dating back several years. Already we know 
that the present facilities greatly enhance the efficiency of 
Operations and indeed you can now be proud to invite visitors 
to the building whereas formerly we offered apologies. This 
report wouldn't be complete without our sincere thanks to 
Peter Flewelling who saw the project through the design and 
construction phases to its final conclusion. We are indeed 
fortunate to have such a dedicated and capable citizen. We 
must also give credit to Jake Sofarelli, the contractor for the 
major part of the renovation, Jake took a personal pride in 
doing a good job. 

Another important improvement for the town was the 
replacement of the water line on Olive Street and the Cape 
Road and the installation of the public sewer on Olive Street. A 
capable and dedicated Public Works Commission oversaw 
this project. 

This past year has experienced a substantial increase in the 
use of the New Castle Common and the Town Beach. It has 
been necessary to provide additional security to control 
drinking and other mischief at that facility. 

The financial affairs of the Town remain sound and 
economically managed. However, the State government has 
seen fit to pass on to the Town’s some of its financial burdens. 
Additionally, reduced income from state sources will cause a 
significant increase in local real estate taxes. 

It is increasingly clear that we all must be involved in keeping 
law and order in our community.We urge each and everyone to 
report to the police suspicious activity or criminal acts in 
progress. It is indeed, everyone’s business. 

During the year the Town has been the beneficiary of anumber 
of gifts of materials, equipment and money, of the latter special 
mention should be made of a gift from Wilfred Hall for street 
signs and to George Pitts for gifts of a carved eagle and a 
replica of the town seal. 

Finally, but not least your Selectmen again have been assisted 
immeasureably by the many citizens who have helped to make 


New Castle a better place to live. Such assistance is most 
conspicuous in the unpaid Board and Commission 
memberships.

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1981 FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Fire Department answered 24 calls in 1981, of these only 
one was a structural fire in an unoccupied cottage.

Then in February 1982 
the same cottage was involved in another fire in the same 
general area as the first fire except that the fire started inside 
the building. Samples of the floorings were sent to the 
Forensic Laboratory in Concord for analysis. The results 
showed that an accelerant had been used. We are presenting 
this not to scare people, but to ask that they take note of any 
Suspicious or unusual activity in their neighborhood and 
report it to the Police Department, especially around 
unoccupied buildings. 

In addition to the structural fire we answered one mutual aid 
call to Portsmouth and called Rye for mutual aid once. Two 
calls were malicious false alarms and three were chimney fires. 
We strongly recommend that those who burn wood pay 
particular attention to the condition of their chimney 
throughout the year and have it cleaned at least once a year. 

The Department holds training sessions two Mondays each 
month. The performance of personnel at fires has shown the 
value of this training through more efficient fire ground 
operations. 

One are of concern for the Department is that the average 
age of the members is 44 years. This indicates that we need 
more younger members to ensure a sufficient number of 
trained, able bodied firefighters at an alarm. The breakdown of 
ages Is as follows. 


17 thru 20 a 
21 thru 30 3 
31 thru 40 8 
41 thru 50 3 
over 50 10 


We need people who are willing to attend our training 
sessions in order that they may be able to help other 
townspeople when an emergency arises. 

Since the Town has established house numbers we have 
noticed that the response has been less than enthusiastic. 
Please take sometime and consider this system from our point 
of view. A few years ago the Fire Department drew up aset of 
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maps showing every building on every street and the name of 
the occupant or owner. This system worked well for a few 
years, but we found out time and again that people were 
moving in and out of town before we became aware of it. This 
year we had an alarm where we left the station and no one was 
100% positive of the location other than the street. We need all 
the help we can get when answering an alarm. If everyone used 
the town numbering system when they called in an emergency 
situation, it would make our job easier locating the house. The 
numbers are the only aid that will remain constant even 
through the names and faces change. Please believe us when 
we Say that we are having problems knowing where everyone 
lives by name only. 

Last year Walter Glidden stepped down as Assistant Chief 
after many years of faithful service to the town, he will remain 
as a firefighter to the benefit of the Department. The following 
appointments were made to fill the vacancy.

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BUILDING INSPECTOR REPORT 


The Building Inspector did not issue any permits for new 
homes in 1981. However, twenty-four permits were issued for 
various additions, alterations and the installation of LPG 
appliances. 

As areminder, the installation of any LPG appliance (such as 
water heaters, dryers, heating units, ranges, etc. that require 
the use of LPG tanks) require a building permit. The building 
permit must be signed by the Building Inspector and the Fire 
Chief. A final inspection is required before the appliance is put 
into use. 

A number of issues relating to the Building Code are 
scheduled to appear on the Town Warrant. The items 
concerning "smoke detectors” and the "Energy Code” are 
mandated by the State. Incorporation of these changes and 
additions to the Building Code will help simplify problems fora 
building permit applicant. Please give these issues careful 
consideration.

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


The town roads are in good shape. We have only two or three 
that need to be overlayed with hot top. Because of the 
demands placed on the town budget by the legislature this 
past year, | have not done any major work on the roads. | hope 
to pave one road this summer and also do some drainage work 
in several areas. Elm Court, Walton Road and Shaw Circle are 
the worst areas. The roads in the Common are in need of 
repair, hot top would save these roads, as they are, they will 
break up in two to three years and will be more costly to 
replace. 

| would like to clarify a few items on winter maintenance, | do 
not use salt on the town roads, with the Selectmens 
concurrence. The use of salt leads to killing trees and roadside 
vegetation. The cost of salt is $44.00 a ton compared to $3.00 to 
$4.00 per ton of sand. Driveway plowing is done after the roads 
have been completed, and is on a one visit basis after each 
storm. Every effort will be made to clear your driveway of as 
much snow as possible at the time it is plowed. | have received 
a growing number of calls at home asking me to return to clean 
Out a driveway due to snow blowing or because parked cars 
have been moved. There are no return calls on driveway 
plowing. 

| will be discussing, with the Selectmen, the possibility of 
building a three sided roofed structure to store the sand. This 
would eliminate working the sand pile to keep a hole open in 
severe cold weather and keep the rain and snow off the pile.

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PUBLIC WORKS COMMISSION ANNUAL 
REPORT 


The expanded Public Works Commission has been 
operating for over a year. Members are now well oriented to the 
sewer and water systems and sharing the work necssary to 
keep these systems functions]. The Board consists of Ed 
Stringham, Chairman, Charles Clark, Gene Fisk, Richard 
Toomey, and Al D’Antonio ex-Officio. The Board meets 
monthly and has additional “on site” meetings relating to 
specific projects or problems as required. 

The Olive Street/Cape Road water line replacement and 
sewer installation was the first major project since the sewer 
was installed in 1975. The expenditure of $72,000 was paid 
without borrowing, however, our maintenance reserve was 
totally exhausted. Aside from the nine additional residences 
added to the sewer by this project, the water pressure was 
increased and new hydrants were installed in this area. 

Sewer Systems: The operation and maintenance of our three 
sewer pumping stations is still our major expense. These 
stations require daily monitoring and frequent repairs. The 
Coast Guard Station was added this year to the sewer system, 
which will put additional load on the system but will also aid 
with much needed added revenue. The Wentworth Hotel is the 
largest sewer user and their reduction in flow during 
construction does present significant financial considerations 
to the system. These are under review at the present time. 

Water System: The above discussed water line replacement 
is the start of our planned program to replace a number of the 
old and undersized lines. Riverview Road is under study for the 
next project, tying in with Cape Road to make a much needed 
loop. We did experience a major break on Portsmouth Avenue 
this year. With the help of the City of Portsmouth we were able 
to keep service disruption at a minimum. Other smaller breaks 
required repairs, but through the efforts of your Board 
members and the cooperation of the Selectmen and others the 
cost and efforts to effect repairs were mimimized. We had 
fewer freeze-ups this year, apparently, those homeowners 
having frequent problems have made efforts to lower their 
lines or allowed their water to run slightly during severe 
weather and subsequent thaws. Continued awareness of these 
problems are necessary, especially as many of our old lines 
were laid in shallow trenches due to the difficulty of rock 
excavation. Also, this year, going counter to the tide, we 
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discontinued using Data Processing for billing and resorted to 
standard hand procedures. This has improved accuracy and 
reduced costs. 

It was necessary to raise the rates 10% this year due to 
increased charges to us for power, water, and sewer 
processing, plus higher maintenance and operating costs. We 
also felt it necessary to start replenishing our depleated 
reserves in the event of major repairs. 

With only 272 water users and 152 sewer users and 
approximately four miles each of sewer and water lines, we 
have a small system. But, with a lot of volunteer help plus the 
efforts of Dick Tabbutt handling the pumping stations, we have 
been able to maintain good service at minimum costs. The 
cooperation of the citizens has been extremely helpful.

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NEW CASTLE TOWN HISTORIAN 1981 ANNUAL 
1981 ANNUAL REPORT 


1981 was noteworthy because of the modernization of the 
Town vault in connection with the renovation of the Town 
Hall., The walls were insulated, electric radiant heat installed, 
and a new dehumidifier was purchased. The safety of current 
town records and the preservation of fragile old records is now 
assured. 

The task of making asubject index of the thousands of items 
of interest culled from the 293 years of town records, upon 
which we have been working for several years, was 
successfully completed by Mary White and Geraldine 
Woodward. We also made an index of the material in the two 
large scrap books collected by Ivan Meloon and given by 
Kenneth Maxam jointly to the Church and Town. 

The 10 original volumes of the Meloon Papers (copies of wills 
and deeds, etc.) are now in the renovated vault and the Xerox 
copies have been transferred to the Library. 

As usual there were many visitors this year from out of state, 
mostly looking up genealogical data. The committee also 
responded to dozens of requests for information about 
genealogical matters and others of general town history. The 
new owners of Wentworth-by-the-Sea have been particularly 
interested in checking matters of historical interest. 

In June the International Bell Society had their annual 
meeting in New Castle. We arranged an exhibit of archival 
material relating to the Bell family which was prominent in 
early days in New Castle. The Bells presented the Town witha 
bronze plaque in honor of the Bells who participated in the raid 
on the fort in 1774. Members of the Committee spent several 
hours with the Bells, answering questions and helping locate 
family ancestors! 

In connection with their annual meeting in Durham in 
October, a group from the N.H. Extension Homemakers visited 
the Fort and from there | took them on a "guided tour” along 
Walback and Piscataqua Streets. 

In March the School asked me to arrange a small program 
with reminiscences by people of varying generations, who had 
gone to schools in New Castle. Ladies Hayden, Woodward, 


and Schulte, and Stan Pridham delighted the students with 
descriptions of "the old days” in town schools. The Historian 
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gave a talk about historical aspects of the Town at the March 
meeting of the New Castle Church Guild. 

The Archives and Records are open for inspection every 
Monday from 9 to 11, and at other times by appointment. 
People are invited to come and see our records, now almost 
350 years old.

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MOSQUITO CONTROL BOARD REPORT 


1981 was the fourth year of mosquito control under the 
supervision of the State of New Hampshire. Because of the 
flying habits of several local species of mosquitoes adjoining 
communities must cooperate for effective control. The state 
assists by organizing and holding annual seminars where local 
communities present their operations for information and 
discussion with their neighbors. 

The New Castle operation is unique because the breeding 
areas are confined to small depressions and puddles that 
come and go randomly with rain and tide. We larvicide 50 or 
more different wet areas each year. They are located in the 
areas of Lavenger Creek, Pit Lane, River Road and Wild rose 
Lane. 

Larviciting is the sole method of control. 

There was less evidence of larva breeding in our waters in 
1981 compared to 1979 and 1980. This is probably explained 
because of cooler air and water conditions. 

Thirty-four surveys were made; larviciding was done on 
nineteen of these days. 

Abate 4E is the chemicai used. Less than one ounce of this 
formulation was used during the entire season. 

Our spray equipment is a 2 gallon back pack, hand operated.
